Despite,the success of these experi- 


ments the medical profession iTIsconr- 
aged the use of Dr. Morton's prepara- 
tion as against the coffe of medical 
ethics since the nature of the prepara- 
tion was kept a secret by the discover- 
er. 


To meet the objections of his fel- 


low physicians Dr. Morton made a 
free gift of the use of his discovery 
to the Massachusetts General hospital. 
and in 1848 the trustees presented him 
with a silver box containing 
$1,COO 


and bearing the inscription "He has 
become poor in a cause 
which has 


made the world his debtor.** 


Despite the fact that Dr. Morton's 


discovery was one of tTie most valu- 
able in the entire history OJT medical 
science the discoverer failed to reap 
any adequate financial returns. 
He 


was granted patents for his prepara- 
tion both in the United States and Eu- 
rope ,.but he vo'untarily surrendered 
his legal rghts for the benefit of 1m- 
n-anity. 
The opposition of certain 


members of his own profession ruinec 
his medical practice in Boston, 
and 


he was (finally compelled to appTy to 
Congress for relief. In Congress his 
claims to the discovery of the anaes- 
thetic were opposed by Dr. Wells ami 
others, and the result was that a bill 
appropriating $100,00p as a nationr.1 
testimonial for his discovery was ac- 
feated. 


Later his claims were generally rec- 


ognized both at home and abroad. The 
French Academy of Sciences awarded 
him a prize of 2,500 francs for 
his 


discovery. Decorations were bestowed 
upon him by 
the 
governments 
of 


Sweden and Russia, and the State of 
Massachusetts placed his name seconrt 
in the list of" fifty-three immortals 
that adorn the

On this occasion a pa- 
tient's leg was amputated without the 
patient feeling any pain. 


Despite,the success of these experi- 


ments the medical profession iTIsconr- 
aged the use of Dr. Morton's prepara- 
tion as against the coffe of medical 
ethics since the nature of the prepara- 
tion was kept a secret by the discover- 
er. 


To meet the objections of his fel- 


low physicians Dr. Morton made a 
free gift of the use of his discovery 
to the Massachusetts General hospital. 
and in 1848 the trustees presented him 
with a silver box containing 
$1,COO 


and bearing the inscription "He has 
become poor in a cause 
which has 


made the world his debtor.** 


Despite the fact that Dr. Morton's 


discovery was one of tTie most valu- 
able in the entire history OJT medical 
science the discoverer failed to reap 
any adequate financial returns. 
He 


was granted patents for his prepara- 
tion both in the United States and Eu- 
rope ,.but he vo'untarily surrendered 
his legal rghts for the benefit of 1m- 
n-anity. 
The opposition of certain 


members of his own profession ruinec 
his medical practice in Boston, 
and 


he was (finally compelled to appTy to 
Congress for relief. In Congress his 
claims to the discovery of the anaes- 
thetic were opposed by Dr. Wells ami 
others, and the result was that a bill 
appropriating $100,00p as a nationr.1 
testimonial for his discovery was ac- 
feated. 


Later his claims were generally rec- 


ognized both at home and abroad. The 
French Academy of Sciences awarded 
him a prize of 2,500 francs for 
his 


discovery. Decorations were bestowed 
upon him by

Sweden and Russia, and the State of 
Massachusetts placed his name seconrt
